The proclamation follows in part: 

PROCLAMATION 

"Inasmuch as the War Fund of n>i;. so generously 
contributed l>\ the American people to the Americui Red 
Cross lor the administration of relief at home and abroad 
has been practically exhausted * * * * 

"And. inasmuch .is the year of our own partic ipation 
in the war has brought unprecedented demands upon 
the patriotism and liberality ol our people * * * 

And. inasmuch as the duration of war and the clottl 
cooperation of the Amenran Red ( loss with our own 
Army and Na\y. with the governments of our Allies, and 
with foreign relief organizations, have resulted in the 
discovery of rare opportunities of helpfulness under con 
ditions which translate opportunity into fluty; 

'And, inasmuch as the American Red Cross War 
Council and its Commissioners in Kuropt have faithfulK 
and economically administered ihe people's trust; 

Now, THEREFORE, by virtue of my authority, as Pres- 
ident of the United States and President of the American 
Red Cross, I, WnohKoW WlLsON do hereby proclaim the 
week beginning May 20, 101H, as "Red Cross Week" dur- 
ing which the people of the I nited .States will be called 
upon to give ge nerously to the continuation of the impor

Among 
thorn are machine guns, gun mount)', 
bomb racks, bomb-dropping devices, 
bomb sights, radio and photograph- 
ic apparatus, electrically heated 
I clothing, lights and flare* These 
bring the total cost of equipment 
for an airplane to several thousand 
dollars each, depending upon the 
type of plane.

AIM* you have secured your pig*, 
one of the first things to consider 
is a good house for it to live , n . 
A pig must be properly housed, if 
it is to grow well and be profitable. 
A pig poorly and improperly shelter- 
ed cannot be thrifty or healthy and 
will not make the best and most ec- 
■ 'inimical use of its food, conse- 
quently, it will not gain in weight 
as rapidly as one which ha« a good 

hi. use. 

A good house must be: 
(!) Dry. 

(2) Warm in Winter. 

(3) Cool in Summer. 

(4) Light. 

(5) Free from Dust and Pratt*. 
(0) Well Ventilated. 

(7) Cheap in Construction. 

I am sending to you with this let- 
ter a copy of the circular "Movanh- 
Hog Houses" which will be of ben- 
efit to you if studied carefully. 
The A-shaped house shown on pug" 
6 is an exceptionally good type and 
|| economical and easy to build. 

The house for your pig MMWl I 

be located on a south slope, if pos- 
sible, and faced towards the 
Such a location is drier, warm m 
winter, lighter and more sanitary 
than others. Do not place the house, 
too near other farm buildings, es- 
pecially the horse and cow barns. 
It is advisable to locate the house 
in or connected with a pasture of 
some kind< Pasture is absolutely 
necessary for economical pork pro- 
duction. A pig fed in a dry lot on 
dry feed abme will not make pork 
cheaply. 

sb;ide in the lot or pasture is 
very necessary for your pig during 
the summer months. Without it the 
pig will suffer, and gam very -low- 
ly. Nothing is better for this than 
the natural shade of tree*, although 
a shed, open on all sides, can be 
used as a substitute, if necessary. 
Do not depend upon the hog bouse 
a- a shade producer.

I have the pleasure of interviewing quite a number of men applying 
tor positions in the agricultural field and have information from 
reliable sources which can be considered absolutely dependable. 

Under present conditions an enormous number of mm are 
by MM Anierican fanners. It ia my belief that fanim- throughout the 
I'niteil States could be supplied with such labor, provided generous, 
human and courteous treatment were given those applying for 
Applicants frequently assert that they would prefer hard labor in 1 
facing the enemv's bullets to work for some farmers. 

Home farmer, require their men to work for them from four o'clock 
in the morning until eight o'clock at night at a wage no higher than was 
paid previous to the urgent demand for agricultural 
the boarding snd housing conditions offered in soms 
ject to extreme criticism. 

There is an available surplus of labor which could be inducad to 
return to the soil, provided the farmer would learn to adjust himself to 
existing conditions. A farmhand refuses to work more thau tea hours a 
day, and if farmers would make changes accordingly the scarcity of farm 
Isbor could l>e easily overcome. 

In order for the farmer to avail himself of the required labor to 
produce sufficient crops to food the world, it will be necessary for him to 
take an inventory of his horn* surroundings and working conditions and 
eventually be convinced that he is largely respoHMble for the shortage 
In farm help.
